As a spectacular event the eclipse of January 24 was the finest 
ever observed, but no discovery has as yet been reported which | 
compares in importance with the discovery made by Sir Norman 
Lockyer during the eclipse of 1868. In the spectrum of the sun's} @ 
corona he distinguished lines which could have come from nq known 
element. In other words, he discovered an element—a basic form 
of matter—in the sun, which had never been found on the earth, 
and he named the sun element helium. Twenty-seven years later, 
in 1895, Sir William Ramsey discovered the same element in the 
earth. It sounds like a scientific detective story.
